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HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN CATTLE. 
Paper read by C. F. Corey at the Farm- 
ers’ Institute, Phoenix, N. Y., 
February 18, 1895. 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It is one thing to know and quite an. 
other thing to present your knowledge 
in an entertaining and convincing way. 
However, if you will bear with me I 
will read a few notes which I have 
jotted down regarding what I believe 
to be the greatest breed of dairy cattle 
in the world—the Holstein-Friesians. 
These black and white Dutch eattle 
have a history older than the Christian 
era, They have been bred in a country 
whose land was reclaimed from the sea, 
on land valued at from $500 to $1,000 
per acre, and they have made their 
owners prosperous and wealthy. They 
have spread into Europe and formed 
the nucleus of many breeds from the 
Kolmagorian of Russia to the Holder- 
ness of England. They are found in 
nearly every country of the globe where 

dairying is carried on. 

Perhaps I should give a word of ex- 
planation concerning the name _ Hol- 
stein-Friesian applied to the Dutch cat- 
tle in this country. Friesland and 
North Holland, provinces of the Neth 
erlands, is the proper home of the breed. 
In northern Germany is the provinee of 
Holstein, where descendants of the 
Friesland and North Holland cattle 
have long been bred. It is related that 
in very early times the German tribes 
that settled England took with them 
black and white cattle from Holstein, 
that they became established in the 
rich valleys of the Humber river, in 
the district of Holderness, and there be- 
came known as Holderness or Holstein 
cattle. It may be that some of the 
early importations to this country were 
from Holstein; at any rate the first 
herd book association organized in this 
country adopted the name ‘‘The Asso- 
ciation of Breeders of Thoroughbred 
Holstein Cattle.’’ The first herd book 
published by this association was issued 
in 1872. A few years later another as- 
sociation was formed known as ‘‘The 
Duteh Friesian Association.’’ These 
associations remained separate and dis- 
tinct, each issuing its own herd book 
until the year 1885, when they united 
under the name Holstein-Friesian. 

The Advanced Registry System was a 
feature of the Dutch Friesian Associa- 
tion, later adopted by the Holstein- 





Friesian Association. S. Hoxie, our 
veteran superintendent, can truly be 
said to be the father of this system, 
as it was organized and long fostered 
by him. Now it is recognized by all as 
a most valuable feature of registration. 
As all pure-bred animals may be en- 
tered in the herd book, but only those 
who have proved themselves to be su- 
perior producers may be entered in the 
Advanced Register, it has become of 
great assistance in the matter of selee- 
tion for breeding purposes. 

The characteristics which are making 
these cattle famous the world over are: 
large size, strong constitution, ready 
adaptation to changed environment, 
enormous productivity. Mature cows of 
this breed weigh from 1,200 to 1,600 
pounds, and when dry they readily 
take on fat. Good cows of every 
dairy breed often, from various 
causes, become unproduetive as dairy 
animals. On account of their large 
size and ease of fattening, the Hol 
stein-Friesian cow may be turned 
with profit. They have been known to 
produce calves weighing as high as 130 
pounds at birth. Grade ealves of this 
breed are especially profitable for veal- 
ers. That they are of strong constitu- 
tion and easily adapt themselves to 
their environment is proven by the faet 
that they have become established in 
nearly every country on the globe, and 
are threatening to supereede all other 
dairy cattle. 

The cow De Kol reamelle, owned by 
the Messrs. Field, of Brockton, Mass., 
recently produced 119 pounds of milk 
in 24 hours, averaging over 100 pounds 
per day for 30 days. She produced over 
26,000 pounds in one year by official 
record. Pietertje 2d produced over 
30,000 pounds in one year. Though the 
percentage of butter fat in the milk of 
this breed js not as high as in the milk 
of the smaller breeds, their enormous 
yield makes them easy champions in the 
matter of butter production. 

Colantha 4th’s Johanna, owned by 
W. J. Gillett, of Rosendale, Wis., pro 
duced during the season just closed 
28.176 pounds of butter fat in seven 
days, 110.833 pounds in 30 days, 208.938 
in 60 days and 998.256 pounds in one 
year. By the usual method of comput 
ing butter from butter fat this is equiv 
alent to 1,247.82 pounds of butter. No 
other breed has a single record that 
approaches this. 

But this is not all: eight cows of the 
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breed have official records exceeding 
100 pounds of butter fat in 30 days, 65 
with records exceeding 80 pounds in 30 
days and 30 cows with records exceed- 
ing 20 pounds of butter fat in 7 days. 
We challenge all the other dairy breeds 
to mass their records and make a show- 
ing to compare with this. 

It has recently been scientifically 
demonstrated that Holstein-Friesian 
milk forms a better and more whole- 
some food than the milk of the smaller 
breeds with a higher per cent. of butter 
fat. For authorities we name _ the 
Storrs Agricultural College, Connecti- 
eut; Prof. Carlyle ,of Wisconsin, and 
Dr. J. Allen Gilbert, of Portland, Ore. 
These institutions and men have sci- 
entifically demonstrated this fact, and 
Holstein-Friesian milk is being exclu- 
sively used in many of the State hos- 
pitals and asylums throughout the 
country. 

In the first instance, it is shown that 
Holstein-Friesian milk in composition 
comes nearer the human mother milk 
than that of any other breed. Doctors 
who understand this fact are forbid- 
ding the use of the milk of any other 
breed as a substitute for mother milk. 
In the small yields of the high fat per- 
centage cows there is too much fat and 
it is in too large globules to be readily 
absorbed by young children and many 
adult people. 

The small globule and the slow sep- 
aration especially fits Holstein-Friesian 
milk for shipment to cities for whole 
consumption. When the cream does rise 
it is much more readily remissable than 
in high percentage milk. 

Butter fat is a carbo-hydrate, and 
milk sugar is also a carbo-hydrate, and 
these two substances are readily inter- 
changeable. It is shown by tables of 
analyses (see Storrs Bulletin, No. 31) 
that milk of a high percentage of but- 
ter fat has a correspondingly low per- 
centage of milk sugar, and conversely 
milk of low percentage of fat has a 
high percentage of milk sugar. As milk 
sugar is much more readily assimilated 
through the digestive system than but- 
ter fat, it is readily seen to be more 
wholesome and nutritious. 

So we say, from their honorable his- 
tory and long breeding, from their large 
size and strong constitution, from their 
conquests in all nations, from their 
greater production, not only of milk 
but of butter fat, and from the more 
wholesome and nutritious character of 
their milk, the Holstein-Friesians are 
the champions of the dairy world.

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THE KING OF THE BUTTER KINGS.

The only bull of the breed with three 
nearest dams that average almost 32 
lb. of butter in 7 days, and all three 
dams average over 4 per cent. fat. 

We can only judge a young sire by 
his individuality and his breeding. One 
of the most essential qualities in his 
breeding must be the ability to produce 
great animals. In the pedigree of this 
young bull will be found Aaggie Cor- 
nelia 5th’s Clothilde Imperial, sire of 
Colantha 4th, the dam of the World’s 
Champion cow; he is also sire of Jo- 
hanna Rue 2d, dam of Sir Johanna, the 
sire of the World’s Record cow. 

We also find Johanna 4th, a sister of 
Johanna 5th, the dam of Johanna Rue, 
who is the dam of Johanna Rue 2d, the 
dam of Sir Johanna, the sire of the 
World’s Champion cow. Consequently 
this young sire traces back in two 
strains to the foundation head of the 
greatest cow the world has ever pro- 
duced. 

One of the most noted sires of the 
western country is Sarcastic Lad, who 
won the World’s Championship at the 
St. Louis Fair against all competitors. 
Another great sire is Paul De Kol, who 
stands at the head of the three greatest 
direct descendant sires of the breed. 
His son, De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol, the 
sire of Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, who 
holds the World’s Senior 4-year-old rec- 
ord of 34.32; May Hartog Pauline De 
Kol, who previously held the World’s 
Butter record; Lilith Pauline De Kol, 
who for seven years held the World’s 
Junior 4-year-old record of 28.24, and 
his son, Paul Beets De Kol, has sired 
more oicia] record daughters than any 
other sire of the breed. 

Belle Korndyke also appears on this 
pedigree, the first 25-Ib. cow of the 
breed to produce four 20-lb. daughters. 
De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, who has 
through his sons 323 official record 
granddaughters. No other sire of the 
breed can equal this. 

Hengerveld De Kol was without a 
doubt one of the greatest sires in the 
world. His entire offspring of two-year- 
old heifers average 1414 pounds of but- 
ter. He is also the only sire in the 
world of a yearling heifer that has a 
record of over 20 pounds. He is an own 
brother in blood to Pietertje Henger- 
veld’s Count De Kol. These two broth- 
ers have produced more official record 
daughters and more with records over 
20 pounds than any other two brothers. 

On both sides this young sire traces 
to Pietertje 2d, who gave in one year 
30,318 pounds of milk. Her daughter, 
Pietertje 3d, gave over 24,000 pounds 
of milk in a year as a four-year-old. 
Although these records were not offi- 


cial, they were verified and accepted, 
and have never been questioned. 

You can readily see that the ances- 
tors of this young sire have produced 
the greatest animals of the breed, both 
as to size of official records and produc- 
ing qualities. 

The sires and their sons on this pedi- 
gree have produced 1,725 official record 
daughters, 

The dams and their sons on this pedi- 
gree have produced 1,229 official record 
daughters and a total of sires and dams 
produce of 2,954 A. R. O. daughters. 

The sires and dams on this pedigree 
have produced 69 daughters with ree- 
ords that average over 4 per cent. fat. 

There are only eight junior two-year- 
old heifers of the breed that have rec- 
ords better than 20 lb. The entire num- 
ber trace to the ancestors of this young 
sire, 

There is only one 20-lb. yearling 
heifer of the breed, and she is sired by 
Hengerveld De Kol, a great grandsire 
of this young sire. 

There are only twelve cows of the 
breed with records better than 30 lbs. 
Eleven of them trace to the ancestors 
of this young sire. The other one is the 
imported cow, Pietje 22d. 

There are only seventy-one cows of 
the breed that have over 100-Ib. 30-day 
records. Seventy of them trace to the 
ancestors of this voung sire. The other 
one is the imported cow, Pietje 22d. 

All world’s records for both milk 
and butter and for all ages are held by 
cows that trace to the ancestors of this 
young sire, which cannot be said of any 
other bull of the breed, and if we be- 
lieve what we are taught, that like be- 
gets like w,hat must we expect from the 
service of this young sire.

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY TO HAVE A 
SCHOOL OF AGRICULTURE. 


Reeord-Herald [Chicago], Feb. 20, 1908. 

College life among the lowing kine 
and other pastoral favorites of the 
poets will be the privilege of Univer- 
sity of Chicago students in the future. 

The Midway sehool has installed an 
agricultural department, and the culti- 
vation of the rural attitude is to be the 
recherche ‘thing among correet and ur- 
bane disciples of learning at the uni- 
versity. 

The newly organized department is 
the Agricultural Guild of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, formed for the purpose 
of dignifving agriculture as a pursuit 
for collegians. It includes ten wealthy 
lnndowners of Chicago, who will supply 
the model farms on which the instrue- 
tion is to ‘be given. 

The students will return at stated in 
tervals for leotures at the university. 


Practical experience wil! be obtained 
in horticulture, vegetable and seed 
growing, dairying, stock and poultry 
raising, the selection and use of farm 
machinery, the keeping of farm ae 
counts, managing of farm labor, study- 
ing the markets and marketing farm 
produets. 

The students will receive $15 a month 
during the first year, $20 a month the 
second year and $25 the third year, be- 
sides a bonus of $200 at the end of 
their course.

NOTES. 


Before me is a large bundle of let- 
ters, many of them enclosing extended 
pedigrees of bulls with the butter ree- 
ords of offspring; sisters and half-sis- 
ters; dams, granddams and great-grand 
dams; estimated and given in pounds 
and fractional pounds by the 80 per 
cent. factor. For several days 1 have 
been studying them. I am tired, con- 
fused and somewhat vexed. The pur- 
pose of my study I know would be ap- 
proved universally by Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeders if they knew it. There- 
fore I hope my criticism of such ex- 
tended pedigrees will also be approved. 
Let us suppose that I am looking for 
a bull to head a herd of cows—large 
producers of milk of low per cent. fat. 
[ want to improve this herd by intro- 
dueing a strair of blood that produces 
milk of a high per cent. fat. Of what 
service can such butter records be to 
me? The pounds of milk are not given 
nor the percentage of fat. Reverse this 
supposition; [ want to improve a herd 
of only moderate producers of milk by 
a strain of blood that will increase the 
quantity of milk, of what value are 
such butter records to me? Is it not 
time to abandon estimated records by 
the 80 per cent. factor—a stench in the 
nostrils of all other breeders of dairy 
cattle in this country? 








From such limited information I turn 
to the volumes of the Advanced Regis- 
ter. There is shed a flood of light on 
the search that I am making. I be- 
lieve that few men can afford to buy a 
bull or a cow of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed that is recommended on butter 
records without studying these volumes. 

This leads me to think of T. G. Yeo- 
mans, now dead, and of expressing my 
thanks for saving the Advanced Reg- 
istry system from destruction. The 
union in 1885 by whieh the Holstein- 
Friesian Association came into exist- 
ence was based on mutual pledges be- 
tween the two old associations—the 
Holstein and the Dutch Friesian, which 
surrendered their charters for this pur- 
pose. One of the pledges to the Dutch 
Friesian was the establishment and 
maintenance of a system of advanced 
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registration. Not long after this union 
was formed there seemed to be an over- 
whelming demand on the part of many 
prominent men of the old Holstein As- 
sociation that this pledge should not be 
carried into effect. They made records, 
but withheld them from entry in the 
system. Then they issued a circular de- 
manding that the by-law establishing 
it be repealed. At the same time a 
story was set afloat (whether true or 
false 1 cannot say) that Holstein men 
passed the word among themselves on 
the day when the union was effected 
that when once united they couid and 
would abandon the system. From such 
a fate I- sincerely believe T. G. Yeo- 
mans saved our Advanced Registry. He, 
indeed, was an honorable man. He se- 
cured the assistance of W. Brown 
Smith, another honorable man, now 
gone from our midst. They issued a 
cireular, with no other names attached, 
pointing ‘to the dishonorableness of such 
a demand. At the annual meeting these 
men held the opposing members in 
check. To them and the members of 
the old Dutch Friesian Association 
the present members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association owe a debt of 
gratitude. Personally I am thankful 
that this system now simply gives all 
records in pounds and decimals of 
pounds of butter fat. It has nothing 
to do with estimating butter by the 80 
per cent, factor or juggling in any way 
with the truth.

The Practical Farmer of February 
20th contains the following: ‘‘ Prof. G. 
M. Rommel found that yearling sows 
farrowed, on an average, 6.5 pigs per 
sow; the two-year-old sows average 
7.56; the three-year-old, 8.28, and the 
five-year-old 8.40. This is a strong ar- 
gument of those who believe in using 
an old sow until she is five or six years 
old, providing she does not eat her pigs 
or chickens.’’ Of course, it is a minor 
matter, but it would have been interest- 
ing to know the average number of 
chickens a sow has, farrowing at the 
different ages mentioned, in addition 
to the average number of pigs. Per- 
haps these statistics will be given later. 


We were not intimately acquainted 
with Mr. N. F. Sholes, who met death 
as the result of asphyxiation at the 
Winchester hotel while in attendance 
at the Cleveland sale in January last, 
but we know that he was a man whom 
it was a pleasure to meet. Always affa- 
ble, he had many friends.

Are They sey dairyman of 
Content ?” Libertyville, Il., has 
an article in the Jersey Bulletin of 
February 19th. Of course he extols 
and eulogizes the Jersey cow, but his 
admissions nevertheless are most signi- 
ficant. We will quote two or three 
paragraphs taken from different parts 
of this article: 

‘*Tt is milk, however, that we must 
have if the Jersey is to get any hold 
in the dairies around Chicago, where 
the Holsteins and grade dairy cows are 
practically all that are to be found.’’ 

“*T figure it out about like this: Our - 
Jersies are par excellence the family 
cow, the butter cow and the cow for 
the high class dairy that has a special 
trade calling for a superior article of 
milk and cream. We must, however, if 





‘we wish to get them into the average 


dairies where milk is produced for the 
general trade, breed them to produce a 
larger amount of milk even if they drop 
down in butter fat somewhat.’’ 

‘*T would like to hear from a num- 
ber of your old and staunch Jersey 
breeders whether they are content with 
the place the Jersey cow now fills, and 
whether anything can be done to get 
her into the large dairies where milk is

Coming from a Jersey dairyman and 
breeder, and from the Jersey Bulletin, 
these admissions are more than signifi- 
cant, they are oracular and prophetic. 

There seems to be a tendency, more 
or less marked, among Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeders to breed for a higher 
percentage of butter fat. With our 
Jersey friends breeding for an increased 
flow at the expense of fat per cent., our 
Holstein breeders should see that to 
increase per cent. at the expense of 
milk flow is proceeding in the wrong 
direction. The Holstein-Friesian cow is 
pre-eminent because of her enormous 
flow of milk. To reduce her flow in or- 
der to increase her per cent. of butter 
fat would tend to destroy her pre- 
eminence and reduce her to the common 
level of other breeds.

be Hart the Wisconsin Ex- 
Casein periment Station, 
Test. edited by E. B. 


Hart, gives an account of a simple 
casein test. This test is nearly as sim- 
ple as the Babcock fat test, and is per- 
formed in a quite similar manner. The 
centrifuge is used, but specially pre- 
pared glassware and different reagents 
are required. The percentage of casein is 
read from the graduated neck of the 
bottle in the same manner as the butter 
fat is read in the Babcock test. The 
bulletin gives the full details for mak- 
ing the test. Chloroform is used for 
dissolving the fat ,and ascetic acid for 
eurdling the casein, especial care be- 
ing necessary as to temperature and 
time of rotation, ete. 

Many statements of especial interest 
to the dairyman are found in this bul- 
letin. For instance, we read as fol- 
lows: ‘‘In the milk of individual cows 
there is certainly no definite and con- 
stant relation between the amounts of 
fat and casein. One anima] may yield 
a milk containing 2.7 per cent. of case- 


in and 6 per cent. of fat, while another 


_produces a milk of 2.7 per cent. casein 


and 4 per cent, of fat, and still another, 
a milk carrying 3.5 per cent. of casein 
and?6 per cent. of fat. These figures 
are actual ananlyses of milk of indi- 
vidual cows in the University herd. 
Expressed in another way, we have 
milk where for every hundred pounds 
of fat there may be anywhere from 
forty-six to seventy-three pounds of 
casein. Surely it is clear that for 
cheese production a milk carrying for 
every hundred pounds of fat seventy- 
three pounds of casein would yield more 
cheese than one containing but forty- 
six pounds of casein. ‘This is not fic- 
tion.’’ 

Throughout this bulletin is empha- 
sized the importance of this casein test 
for cheese-makers. Surely we fail to 
see why it is not just as important to 
know something about the composition 
of milk used directly as an article of 
food. We know that all the tissue- 
building elements are in the casein, and 
certainly a milk containing twenty-five 
per cent. more casein to the same 
amount of fat is the better milk for 
raw consumption. 

Again we read: ‘*The breeder 
through the Babeock test has made a 
butter cow, one where the fat is usually 
high, and he has done this by selection. 
It does not seem at all impossible that 
with a simple casein test the cheese cow 
ean be developed; one where the rela- 
tion of casein to fat is especially high. 
Where, for instance, instead of a milk 
with 73 pounds of casein per hundred 
pounds of fat, we can produce a milk 
containing nearer one hundred pounds 
of casein for one hundred pounds of 
fat.’’ 

We consider this simple casein test 
as foreshadowing greater benefits in the 
dairy world than any invention since 
the invention of the Babcock test. (We 
consider the air treatment for milk 
fever as more of a discovery than an 


invention.) Every breeder and dairy- 
man should send for this bulletin.

The enemy in 
France! ’’ 

I could say no more. So much of suf- 
fering, so many tears, so many men 
sacrificed upon the field of battle,—all 
this has resulted only in invasion of 
our country! During more than an 
hour, in spite of the joy that I experi- 
enced of holding in my arms her that 
I loved, this dreadful thought did nut 
leave my mind for one second, and even 
now, old and gray as I am, it returns 
to me with bitterness. Yes, we have 
seen this, we of the passing generation, 
and it is well that the young know it; 
we have seen the Germans, the Rus- 
sians, the Swedes, the Spaniards, the 
English, masters of France, hold garri- 
son in our cities, take whatever they 
pleased in our fortresses, insult our 
soldiers, pull down our flag, and divide 
among themselves the results of our 
conquests, not only since 1804 but also 
those ‘of the Republic. This is dear 
pay for ten years of glory! 

But let us speak no more of these 
things; the future shall judge them. It 
is said that after Lutzen and Bautzen 
the enemy offered to leave to us Bel 
gium and part of Holland, all the left 
bank of the Rhine to Bale, with Savoy 
and the kingdom of Italy, and that the 
Emperor refused to accept these condi- 
tions,—which nevertheless were very 
liberal,—because he put the satisfaction 
of pride above the happiness of France! 

To return to my history, fifteen days 
after the battle of Hanau thousands of 
conveyances, loaded with sick and 
wounded, had commenced to pass along 
the :cute from Strasburg to Nancy. 

Aunt Gredel and Catherine, from 
their door, watched the passage of this 
mournful procession; of their thoughts 








it is not necessary to speak. More than 
twelve hundred convoys had passed. I 
was not in any of them. Thousands of 
fathers and mothers, gathered from 
leagues around, watched thus along the 
way. How many returned to their 
homes without having found their chil- 
dren! 

The third day Catherine recognized 
me in one of these conveyances from 
among several thousand as miserable as 
1; their cheeks hollowed, the skin ad- 
hering to their bones, and dying of 
hunger. 

"It is he it is Joseph!’’ 
cried she from a long way off. 

But no one would believe it. It was 
necessary for Aunt Gredel to look at 
me a long time before saying: ‘‘ Yes, 
it is he. It is our Joseph! ’’ 

She had me brought to their house, 
and watched over me day and night. I 
wished only water, repeating contin- 
uously: ‘‘Water! water!’’ No one in 
the village believed that I would re- 
cover, but the good air of my native 
country and the good care of loved ones 
saved me. 

About six months afterwards, the 
15th of July, Catherine and I were mar- 
ried. M. Goulden, who loved us as his 
children, made me partner in his busi- 
ness. We lived all together in one 
house, and were the happiest people in 
the world. 

For a time the war was ended, and 
gradually the Allies returned to their 
own countries. The Emperor had de- 
parted for the Island of Elba and King 
Louis XVIII gave us réasonable liber- 
ties. Once again had returned a time 
of peace, of labor and Jove. One could 
hope in the future; one could believe 
that each with diligence and economy 
might achieve success and gaiu the 
esteem of honest people, and provide 
for his family without fear of being 
taken by the conscription. 

M. Goulden, who was not well pleased 
at seeing the ancient royalty and no- 
bility return, thought, nevertheless, 
that these people had suffered enough 
in foreign countries, to comprehend that 
they were not the only people in the 
world, and would respect our rights. 
He thought also that the Emperor Na- 
poleon would have the good sense to 
keep quiet, but he was mistaken; the 
Bourbons had returned with their old 
ideas, and the Emperor awaited only 
the moment of taking his revenge. 

This was yet to bring us many mis- 
eries, and I would recount them with 
pleasure if this history did not appear 
to me sufficiently long. We will then 
stop here at the beginning of the new 
order of things. If people say to me 
that I have done well in writing my 
campaign of 1813, that it tends to en- 
lighten the youth regarding the vani- 
ties of military glory, and show them

During the period from January 26th 
to February 14th, 1908, records for 123 
cows were accepted, of which three were 
begun more than eight months after 
ealving. Of the 120 ordinary records 
reported, four were extended to four- 
teen days and seven to thirty days. The 
averages by ages were as follows:

sational production of the junior three- 
year-old neiter, Alma Coin Hengerveld 
De Kol; the addition of another cow to 
the .ist of Hoistein-Friesian cows capa- 
ble ot producing 28 lbs. of the best 
commercial butter in one week; the 
breaking of the records for butter-fat 
production in the Junior Three-year 
Ulass of the Seven-day Division, and in 
both the Senior and Junior Three-year 
Classes of tthe 30-day Division; and in 
whe raet that one Hodstein-Friesian 
breeder has been able to make records 
in excess of 21 lbs. butter fat from five 
cows all in test at the same time, and 
two of them three-year-old heifers. 

As a rule, the results obtained in the 
verification test known as the re-test 
are not published, although it is cus- 
tomary to thus double verify all large 
records; but in so remarkable a case as 
this it seems fitting that the public 
should know that each cf these cows 
was, in addition to the strict regular 
ofticial test, kept under constant watch 
night and day, two supervisors being on 
duty, for a period of from one to three 
days, and the results of the verification 
test wili be given with the mention of 
each cow. The attention of ithe dairy 
and agricultural press is invited to the 
manner in which the Holstein-Friesian 
Association further verifies its records 
already made under the strictest of 
rules. 

First in the aged cow class stands 
Lillian Walker Pietertje, 24.006 lbs. fat 
from 611.6 lbs. milk in 7 days, 100.260 
lbs. fat from 2,597.7 lbs. milk in 30 
days, making her the tenth H.-F. cow 
that has produced over 24 Ibs. of but- 
ter-fat in 7 days, and sixth among seven 
that have produced over 100 lbs. of fat 
in 30 days. She was under verification 
test at two different times, producing 
the first time 3.38 Ibs. of fat in one 
day, or at the rate of 23.66 lbs. per 


week, and 6.833 lbs, fat in two days the 
second time, or at ‘the rate of 23.912 Ibs. 
per week. Bessie Hamilton 2d follows 
with 23.266 lbs. of fat from 506.1 lbs. 
milk in 7 days and 91.722 lbs. fat trom 
2,137.2 lbs. milk in 30 days. She was 
under verification test one day, pro- 
ducing 3.198 lbs. fat, or at the rate of 
22.580 lbs. per week. Mildred Walker 
is third, with 21.528 lbs. tat from 604.8 
Ibs. milk in 7 days and 85.421 lbs. fat 
from 2,428.8 lbs. milk in 30 days. She 
was under verification test for two 
days, producing 6.175 lbs. fat, or at the 
rate ot 21.609 ibs. per week. Madrigal 
of Belmont, with 20.747 lbs. fat from 
610 Ibs. milk, makes a fine showing and 
gains a place in the 20-lb. class; while 
Spring Brook Burke and Mercena 
Schuiling each produce above 18 Ibs. 
fat and gain honorable mention. 

Bertha De Kol Boon, 19.275 lbs. fat 
from 574.9 lbs. milk in 7 days and 76.638 
Ibs. fat from 2,272.9 Ibs. milk in 30 
days, leads the senior four-year-olds, 
while Clothilde Nellie, 16.015 lbs. fat 
from 443.4 lbs. milk, is at the head of 
the junior four-year-olds. The leaders 
of ihe Senior Three-year Class are 
strong, headed by Daisy Pietertje Har 
tog 2nd, 21.901 lbs. fat from 530.1 Ibs. 
milk in 7 days and 88.568 lbs. fat from 
2,291.5 lbs. milk in 30 days, which gives 
her third place in the Seven-day Divi- 
sion for fat, and breaks the butter-fat 
record in the Thirty-day Division. She 
was under verification test one day, pro- 
ducing 3.164 lbs. fat, or at the rate of 
22.148 lbs. per week. Pride of Maple- 
hurst stands second, with 18.725 lbs. 
fat from 607.2 lbs. milk, while Jamaica
